Plans For Rosary Crusade 


Notre Dame — A preliminary 
dinner meeting launching the Fam- 
ily Rosary Crusade was held at 
the University dining hall here 
Tuesday evening, September 12, 
with pastors and lay representa- 
tives from every parish in the 
Diocese of Fort Wayne attending. 
Addressed by the Rev. Patrick 
Peyton, C.S.C., Family Rosary 
crusader, it stimulated interest 
beyond the hopes of its most ar- 
dent supporters. 

The Crusade will be carried on 
throughout the state of Indiana, 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. It 
provides for a concentrated effort 
on the part of pastors and laymen 
to solicit signed pledges from 
every Catholic to say the Family 
Rosary daily for the remainder of 
his life. 

The Crusade will begin on Octo- 
ber 16, with organization of par- 
ish groups. One promoter will be 
assigned by the pastors for every 


five families in the parish. Com- 


plete details of the Crusade will be 
provided in a special Family Ro- 
sary publication to be distributed 
weekly from October 8 te Novem- 
ber 5. In addition sermons will be 
preached in all of the churches of 
the Diocese of Fort Wayne, radio 
programs will: be presented over 
stations in the territery, rallies 
will be held in the large cities and 
more than 200 large outdoor bill- 
boards will advertise the fact that 
“The Family That Prays Together, 
Stays Together.” 

All of this is but a part of Fa- 
ther Peyton’s work towards the 
achievement of his goal to enlist 
pledges for the recitation of the 
daily Family Rosary from 10,000,- 
000 men. 

Father Peyton’s love for the 
Rosary began in Carracastle, Coun- 
ty Mayo, Ireland, where, as he 
says, “I was born in a Family Ro- 
sary home.” He remarks of his 
mother and father that “on their 
wedding day they

Mother's Sacrifice 


Later Pat learned that his mo- 
ther, who died in Ireland two days 
before he was permitted to leave 
his sick bed, had offered her life 
to God that he might be able to 
go back to his studies. 


His sister, Nellie, who died a 
year later, had. made a vow to God 
that she would never marry pro- 
vided that her two brothers would 
succeed in their vocations, There 
was evidence that she, too, had 
gone further and had offered her 
life in exchange for this favor. 

By a re dispensation from 
Rome, both Peytons were ordained 
by Bishop Noll on June 15, 1941, 
at Sacred Heart church, Notre 
Dame, Indiana, Father Pat wanted 
to do something to show his grati- 
tude to Mary who had seen him 
safely through the long years of 

reparation—he suggested to his 

uperior that he obtain the money 
for a beautiful wayside shrine for 
Our Lady where thousands might 
venerate Mary. The answer was 
unfavorable. : 

In January, 1942, Father Peyton 
happened on the idea of repaying 
his debt to Our Lady by restoring 
the Family Rosary in America.

Dear Readers ... 


WE are in receipt of a letter from 
a young man in Minnesota who 
has been taking instructions in the 
Catholic faith against the opposition 
of his parents..

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Church's Doctrine Of Assumption Holds That Christ Too Honored

WE began this series of articles by 
observing that those Anglican 
Bishops, who objected to the declara- 
tion as a dogma of faith ofthe 
Assumption of Mary’s body into 
Heaven, were inconsistent, because 
they had every reason to object 
against the acceptance of the New 
Testament Scriptures as inspired on 
the sole authority of the Catholic 
Church. 


There is no authority in the 
Anglican or any Protestant body to 
determine what is of faith or what is 
not. If they hold that the Bible is 
their rule of faith, they can do it only 
as a theory, because the Bible can be 
logically regarded as a rule of faith 


only on the assumption that an 
infallible voice declared its writings 
to be genuine and inspired. Since. they 
have only the Catholic Church’s word 
for such assurances, they actually 
recognize that Church to be infallible. 
If it be infallible when speaking on 
matters relating to faith and morals 
for the entire Church, then it must be 
that when pronouncing on the As- 
sumption of Mary’s body into Heaven. 

Without realizing it Protestants 
really accept more of their faith from 
Tradition than they do from the Bible. 


They accept the Bible itself on Tradi- x 


tion; they observe the Sunday instead 
of the Saturday as a public day of 
worship on Tradition, and not because 


SINve the doctrine of the Assumption is to-be promulgated as an 
article of faith, it is important that Catholics and non-Catholics 
alike know what the Catholic belief is.

of any clear Bible text. Anyone who 
follows what may be called “Apostolic 
Tradition” as expressed in the writ- 
ings of the early Fathers of the 
Church must have his present-day 
Catholic faith strengthened. 


Is Disrespect Warranted? 


Unfortunately most Protestants 
have been reared in a manner which 
has led them to show disrespect rather 
than respect for Christ’s Mother. They 
even look for Scriptural warrant to 
justify that disrespect; and think that 
they find it at the marriage feast of 
Cana, and again when Christ called 
“more blessed” than His Mother “they 
who hear the word of God and keep 
it.” Instead of Christ showing dis- 
respect at Cana by addressing Mary 
“woman,” He showed respect to her 
and wrought a miracle to please her 
“even though His hour had not yet 
come.” The word “woman” in His 
language is the equivalent of the word 
“lady” in our language. 

As to the other text, is it to be 
assumed that His own mother did not 
“hear the word of God and keep it’? 

But let us see what Protestant 
writers, who have not been indoctrin- 
ated with prejudice, say about Mary: 


Lecky, in his “Rationalism in 
Europe,” (Ch. III, p. 234, writes: 

“The world is governed by ideals, 
and seldom or never has there been 
one which has exercised a more salu- 
tary influence than the mediaeval con- 
ception of the Virgin. . . All that was 
best in Europe clustered round it, and 
it is the origin of many of the purest 
elements of civilization,”

Are Morally 


Civil Bans, Priest Says 


Washington—(NC)—Interracial marriages. are justifi- 
able despite ‘undesirable’ consequences couples may suffer 
in many sections of this country, according to a doctoral 
thesis submitted to the Catholic University of America here. 

The thesis, “Moral Problems of Interracial Marriage,” 
by the Rey. Joseph F. Doherty, priest of the Camden Dio- 
cese, has been published by the university as one of a series 
of studies in Sacred Theology. 


General conclusions reached by 
Father Doherty are: 


“1. The Church in no wise for- 
bids interracial marriage as such. 


“2. The natural right to marry 
includes also the natural right to 
marry the person of one’s own 
choice, to marry this particular 
person regardless of race. 


“3. The exercise of this right 
involves great benefits to the in- 
dividual and to society regardless 
of the undesirable concomitants in 
many sections of this country. The 
parties to an interracial marriage 
may justifiably enter such a mar- 
riage to secure these benefits de- 
spite the undesirable consequences 
they may suffer. 


“4. The entrance upon an in- 
terracial marriage. is, in itself, a 
morally good act. 


“5. Laws forbidding interracial 
marriage between baptized persons 
are unjust because of the lack of 
competence of the State to legis- 
wdag such matters for the bap- 
tized. 


“6. Considering the lack of 
competence of the State to legis- 
late, laws forbidding interracial 
marriages between a baptized per- 
son and an unbaptized person are 
more probably unjust. 


“7, It is the conviction of the 
present writer that the laws in the 
various States of the United States 
which forbid interracial marriages 
are in general unjust. 


“8. Social legislation based up- 
on the ‘undesirability’ of inter- 
racial marriage is based on a false 
assumption; namely, that these 
marriages are in general indis- 
creet and imprudent. 


“9. These laws should be re- 
pealed,”

‘forgot what Rome had done for 
England, and in his essay “Ranke’s 
History of the Popes” (Volume 
Ill, page. 303), he pays a wonder- 
ful tribute to the Church, whose 
origin he traces through the cen- 
turies, first to the Emperor Pepin 
in the eighth century, and then 
“far beyond the time of Pepin until 
it is lost in the twilight of fable.” 
He credits it with having civilized 
and Christianized all of Europe. It 
not only did that, but it protected 
people against such tyrants as 
Hitler and Stalin in our times. 


In his “History of England” 
(Volume I, page 32), Lord Macau- 
lay observes that “ Before the Re- 
formation she had enfranchised al- 
most all+the bondsmen in the king- 
dom.” 

Macaulay agrees with the best 
historians when he makes these ob- 
servations. For instance, Guizot, 
in his “History of Civilization” 
(Volume I, Lecture 3) said of the 
Church: “It attacked barbarism at 
every point in order to civilize it 
and rule over it ... The Church 
did not labor less worthily for the 
improvement of civil and criminal 
legislation. Finally she endeavored 
by every means in her power to 
suppress the frequent recourse to 
violence and the continual wars to 
which society was so prone.” 


Lecky, in his “History of Euro- 
pean Morals,” (Vol. 2, Ch. 4) 
writes: “By the monks the nobles 
were overawed, the poor protect- 
ed, the sick tended, travelers shel- 
tered, prisoners ransomed, the re- 
motest spheres of suffering ex- 
plored.”

There are 
likely to be six places, because 
that is the usual number of five- 
decade Rosaries said per hour. 

Throughout the night until Mass 
begins, the men are relieved on 
the hour by others. 

Before starting an all-night Ros- 
ary, it is necessary to have about 
twenty volunteers to take any 
hour assigned to them, if need be. 
All men will be assigned whatever 
hours they desire, and then can 
change them as often as they 
please. 

The work of sending out monthly 
reminder-posteards can be done by 
the committee which organized the 
all-night Rosary. Once started, in- 
terest will rise and it will be easy 
to keep the all-night Rosary going.

While speaking about Holy Cross 
on the Yukon, I would like to tell 
you a few more things about it.

It was June when I reached there. 
I had to fly across the mountains 
and over the tundra from Anchor- 
age. I suppose after the first glow 
of wonder finding myself some six 
thousand miles from home, the next

The mission takes care of some 
one hundred and twenty-five Es- 
kimo and Indian children, and they 
have very little money with which 
to take care of them. The poverty, 
then, is not a seasonal thing — it 
is with them always.

It’s the 
light-hearted acceptance of that 
poverty that brings real joyous- 
ness. It gives a bounce to the whole 
day.

These meetings are the 
source of encouragement to the 
children and they work harder to 
be better Tarcisians. There has 
been a great change in the children 
since the Tarcisian League was 
adopted. 

All of the-Tarcisians are always 
present on First Fridays for Mass 
and Communion 
They often bring along other chil- 
dren, Protestants and often some 
of the parents accompany the chil- 
dren. 

Sister Mary Dorothea asks all 
Tarcisians everywhere to pray for 
the mission and for her Tarcisians. 
Any type of help would be appre- 
ciated by this poor but zealous 
group of children. 


At a great sacrifice, the Tarcis- 
ians there saved $2.00 for Tarcis- 
ian literature.

man whose holiness welded delight 


and pain into constant joy. 


And what were his delights? 
The same as ours—almost. Fran- 
eis was, as we would say it, “wild 
about nature.” He treated the sun, 
birds, flowers, rain, animals as 
though they were human, He treat- 
ed them as though they had voices 
and chatted back to him_ about 
God, as, of course, they did, not 


with voices but with that same 


“something” they use in speaking 
to us about God. But saints hear 
that “something” better than we. 
The point is, though, that Francis 
took delight in precisely what ¢an 
also delight us, despite everything, 
just-as these things delighted him 
despite his wounds. He loved the 
rocks even when they stabbed pain 
into his wounded, ill-protected 
soles. 

Again, he took delight in_ all 
other people. And here he differs 
by a mile from most of us. We 
can enjoy our frineds, find amuse- 
ment in the witty ones and sym- 
pathy in the good listeners. But 
there are some that we just “can’t 
stand.” Well, Francis didn’t 
“stand” that kind of person either: 
he loved him. It-is easy to imagine 
him being quite happy in the 
presence of a boring blowhard, 
because if it were a pleasure Fran- 
cis would have seen it as coming 
from God, and if it were a pain... 
Well, where did he get the rest of 
his pain? And why?—But you 
object that we don’t think that 
way. Isn’t it rather that we refuse 
to think that way? 


More Like Us 


Each of us must answer that 
question for himself. Meanwhile 
we can go on to discover that 
Francis also took a tremendous de- 
light in himself. And here, on the 
face of it, we seem to find some- 
thing that is our own, because 
without any doubt we take our 
own greatest pleasure in ourselves. 
We like the way we do things. We 
admire our own looks. We enjoy 
our own thoughts. We laugh at our 
own jokes. 


But why recite the whole cata- 
logue? The further we go the 
clearer it becomes that Francis 
did not, after all, take delight in 
himself the way we do. He de- 
lighted in himself as a creature 
of God, but only as that. He prob- 
ably rocked with laughter at the 
way he did some things.

University Head 
Gives Views On 
Italy And France 


South Bend, Ind. — After two 
months abroad on an extensive 
European tour, the Rev. John J 
Cavanaugh, C.S.C., can well appre- 
ciate the well-founded fears of a 
man who says and firmly believes 
that “Joe Stalin could take Paris 
by telephone.” 

Back on the campus of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame where he 
is president, Father Cavanaugh in 
an interview last week said: “The 
French say this freely and the 
man on the street in Italy and 
France appears to be in the throes 
of personal mental struggle in the 
face of communism on all sides. 

“Although my observations are 
shallow,” Father Cavanaugh apolo- 
gized, “students of the problem 
may disagree and have statistics 
and evidence to disprove. But 
the people I met and talked with 
casually both in Italy and France 
disavow any affection or admira- 
tion for communism, 


“But the Italian asks himself, 
‘How much can the United States 
do for us? How long can the 
Marshall plan continue? What do 
we do without the plan? If Russia 
closes off the possibility of an- 
other front by coming through 
France and Italy, should we greet 
them at the border or resist?’ 

“Apparently they think their 
better chance is to greet. Another 
thing: Many communists have in- 
filtrated. It may be that two or 
three in one block are communists. 
If communists are in control in an- 
other six months, isn’t it better to 
maintain at least a quasi-friend- 


ship towards the communist line? | 


This answers for me the question 
of why we see no open hostility 
toward communism here.” 
Father Cavanaugh studied in 
Rome in 1931-33.
